I . I am an employee of the assignee, Nokia Corporation, and am currently the person 
responsible for this case within the assignee corporation. 



2. Regarding the subject patent application, it is based on an Invention Report document that 
was created before June 18, 2002 and was sent to the superior of the inventors who signed the 
Invention Report within a short period after its creation.

9. We sent a revised version of the application back to the attorneys on June 26, 2002 with 
some changes and instructions to File the application with the changes. 



10. We received a report from the U.S. attorneys on June 27, 2002 with a copy of a provisional 
application which was filed in the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on June 26, 2002.
